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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

Applicants' elections of Invention Group II, drawn to an evaporation source 
apparatus, Claims 9-16, in the response filed on 05/25/2010 is acknowledged. 

However, upon further consideration, the new examiner regards further election 
of Species reading into various Figs. A new election of Species is therefore required. 

Applicants are free to elect on the Invention Groups or the following Species 
without being bound to the previous election. 

Election/Restrictions 

Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which 
are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1 . 

In accordance with 37 CFR 1 .499, applicant is required, in reply to this action, to 
elect a single invention to which the claims must be restricted. 

Group I, claim(s) 1-8, drawn to a method. 

Group II, claim(s) 9-16, drawn to an evaporation source. 

The groups of inventions listed above do not relate to a single general inventive 
concept under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or 
corresponding special technical features for the following reasons: 

The special technical feature of these two groups is evaporating a sublimation 
evaporation material for use in a vacuum deposition method, with the provisions of 

claim 1, for example, the particular heating container, the evaporation material being 
evaporated in a particular area and emitting the vapor to a deposition substrate. De 
Rudnay (US 4748313) teaches these features in column 9 line 21-52 and Figure 5. 
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Each invention group furtlier contains the following Species: 
Group I, method: 
Claims 1-2: Generic. 

IA) Claims 3, 4, 6, 7, and 8: Read into Figs. 5-7 and 8-9 (with powdered grain). 

IB) Claims 5-7: Read into Figs. 1 and 10 (with molded compact). 
Group II, apparatus: 

Claims 9-10 and 13: Generic. 

IIA) Claims 11 and 14-16: Read into Figs. 5-7 and 8-9 (with powdered grain). 
MB) Claims 12, 14, and 15: Read into Figs. 1 and 10 (with molded compact). 

The special technical feature of these two groups of Species A and B which is 

missing from US 4748313 is a supply aperture. Aloysius (US 2950523) teaches a 
holder of compact powder with a supply aperture (See Figs. 1-4, col. 3, lines 50-54). 

Applicant is advised that the reply to this requirement to be complete must 
include (i) an election of a species or invention to be examined even though the 
requirement may be traversed (37 CFR 1 .143) and (ii) identification of the claims 
encompassing the elected invention. 

The election of an invention or species may be made with or without traverse. To 
preserve a right to petition, the election must be made with traverse. If the reply does 
not distinctly and specifically point out supposed errors in the restriction requirement, 
the election shall be treated as an election without traverse.
